3. Control af Clandestine Movement of Grervillas and Arms. 


a. General A. PB. O'Meara, USA, Commander+in+Chiei, US 
Southern Command, met with Vice Admiral Ray C. Needham, USN, 
Chief of Staff to Commander~in-Chief, Atlantic and meambere of their 
respective staffs during the periad 11 to 15 December 1963. Discus- 
gions encompassed methods of improving the existing surveillance / 

intercept syatem thzoughout the Caxibbean, Exiating US plans were 
xyeviewed, continuance of the ship visit program instituted in Novem- 
ber 1963 was agreed upon, and combined exercises to test country 
capabilities te intercept simulated intruding ships were planned for 
early execution. Ditecussiona by General O'Meara Were continued 
with the Secretary of the Army and with representatives of the State 
Department, CLA and the Joint Staff, Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


b Commander Mine Division 44 with minesweepers USS 
STURDY and USS SWERVE completed visits to Central American 
ports in Costa Rica, Nicaragua and Guatemala. Deficiencies in the 
capabilities of all three countries to counter gubversive infiltration 
were reported. Additional visite, designed to asaist in correcting 
deficicncics, are planned. USCINCS®O alae plane, through Commandera 
of US Military Groups, to aegiet in developing existing capabilities. 


c. Based upon information from CAS Panama representative 
on 8 Noveraber, USCINCSO directed US operations to find a small 
beat which repertedly left the Colon Free Zone with a carge of armas 
dastined for the vicinity.of the Colombian-Veaeauclan border. Day- 
light visual acrial sueveillance lights were inetituted immediately, 
with radar-cquipped aircraft taking over surveillance during hours 
of darkness. Colombian and Venesuelan authorities were notified 
through US diplomatic channels, but no direct communications 
between US surveillance aircraft and Colombian forces in the 
vicinity of the probable landing area were eatablished before termi- 
vation on 14 Nevember. Thie effort, though not successful, has 
evoked considerable effort by US Gtate Department, Defense Depart- 
ment and CIA activities te improve capabilities and procedures. 
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d. Actlon wae commenced in the Colen areca to provide means 
to keep track of ghipa and beats entering or leaving the Colom Free 
Zone im arder to monitor the movements of those suapected of cdrrying 
contraband. Assistance te USCINGEO wae provided fram the continental 
United States in carrying out surveys as to equipment required on aa 
secretive a basic ae possible, and special optical equipment to include 
probable night television wae approved by the Secretary of the Army 
for expedited delivery to USCINCSO. 


e. A joint survey and mobile trainiag team from USCINCSO 
cominued agcistance to Venezuelan authorities in improving indigenous 
tapablilties for surveillance and interception of intruders. 


i. A US Southern Commiind Operations Plan §0-63 was developed 
to provide for three levels of operational assistance to Venezuela in 
ourveillance and intercept operations. Representatives of the US Strike 
Command and the Air Defenee Command visited USCINCSD to agwist in 
developing detailed supporting plans. 


g- Information was obtained by USCINCSO concerning in-country 
communications capabilities of Colombia and Venezuela to receive and 
disseminate surveillance information provided by U5 forces. 


5. Strengthening of Counterinsurgency Capabilities. | 


a. US Army training included the following: 13 etudenta from 6 
countries completed Cl operations coures in the Canal Zone; 8 students 
from 5 countries completed Cl orientation course in the Canal Zone; 

#4 shidents from @ countrics completed Military Intelligence course 
in the Canal Zone; 11 Chilean studente completed epocial Military 
intelligence orientation course; three Canal Zone-based Cl Mobile 
Training Teame (ATT) carried out training pregrame in Ecuador, 
Peru and Veneeucla; and one Canal Zone-based Cl MTT commenced 
ning program of Panamanian National Cuardemen. 


b. US Navy training included the following: 


(1) The Small Craft Inspection and Training Team 
(SCIATT) completed training the third claes of Central American 
nationals, bringing td 63 the total auraber of students trained sines 
May £963. 
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(2) The eemisenual maintensnce check of two 
Panamanian 40 foot Coast Guard Utility Boats (CGUBSs) was com-~- 
omae on 16 December by an on-the-job training (OUT) program.

43) Work was temporarily suspended on two 49 foot 
GOUSs in Gosta Rica due te the lack of evitieal apare parte. It is 
anticipated work will be completed by 15 danuary 1964. 


&. Increases in the atock levela of the Camal Zone stockpile 
of tiet central equipment were divected on 20 December 1963, In- 
creases will ensbic USCINGSO te respond to urgent requests from 
Latin American governments. Buildup concerned primarily tear 
gso grenades, gas masks, carbines and shotgun ammunition. 


dg. Final arrangements were made with the Bertram Boat 
Company of Miami for delivary of 10 outhboard-inbeard fiber glasa 
boate to Cabamis, Venesuela fer use in the Lake Maracaibo area.

¢. Action has been taken to expedite the shipment of radle- _ 
electronic gear to Jamaica for use in the joint surveillance program 
designed to combat Gaatro-inspired inourgency in the Garibbvan 


area. Equiproent should arrive in Jamaica within the next few weeks.

8. Other Special Actions. 


a, Latin American Military Gommunications System (LAMCS) 
in Ecuader and Nicaragua and the Ground+te-Air facilities in Reuador 
have been completed. 


b. Authority to proceed with the LAMCS in Honduras was 
received from the US State Department on 17 December 1963. This 
facility should be completed within 120 days. 


¢. Emergency power unites to improve reliability of US Army 
and Air Force Migsion radio stations in Colembia and Venosucla, 
shipped from the United States, arrived in Bogota and Caracas reaa- 
pectively.

SUBJECT: Anti-Sabotage Operations in Latin America 


The Interdepartmental Coordinating Committee of Cuban 
Affairs (ICCOCA) has recently considered to provide 
guidance to US firms in Latin America confronted with Castro- 
communist inspired sabotage of their facilities and assets. has 
contracted for the preparation of a report which will consolidate the 
experiences of several US firms in Latin America in combatting 
sabotage. After consideration by the ICCOCA this report will be 
furnished through our country teams in Latin America to local US 
firms te assist them in instituting appropriate anti-sabotage programs. 


I would be most_grateful if vou would prepare a brief report 
designed to supplement which would include enumera~ 
‘tion of general guidelines which might be adopted by US firms in the | 
Latin American area in combatting sabotage. In particular, an 
enumeration of known appropriate anti-sabotage devices available on 
the commercial market together with the manufacturer's names would 
be most helpful. 


& mmexiber of my staff has discussed this project with Mr. 
Phelps of your staff, who has indicated that DDR&E might be of assist- 
ance in this matter based on.a recent field trip to Venezuela where 
problems peculiar to that area were studied at the request of the US 
Ambassador. It is also possible that commercial devices developed 
for South Vietnam would have applicability in Latin America, Because 
this project is designed for distribution to several Latin American 

‘countries, it is requested that where possible guidelines be developed 
which might have general application throughout Latin America, but 
with emphasis on key subversive target areas, Present plans antici- 
pate finalization of thie project by December 23, 1963.

3. Control of Clandestine Movement of Guerrilias and Arms. 


a Gn 9 Nevember 1963 the Commandar-in-Chief, US 
Southern Command (USCINCSO) advised the Jolat Chiefs of Staff 
(JCS) of roperts concerning suspected cubversive arma smuggling 
into Veneguela or Colombia from the Colon Free Zone, Panama. 
USGINGEO initiated surveillance at first light on 9 November 1963 
to detect and track surface vessels which might be engaged im the 
subversive traffic. The ICS directed the Commander-in-Chief, 
Atlantic (CINCLANT) to commence surveillance with radar equipped 
aiveraft and to keep USCINCGSS advised of all information. Sue- 
pected ératt were not poaitively identified or intercepted; however, 
there were indications that an unidentified surface veusel off the 
Rie Hacha area of Colombia and in Colombian watera was probably 
in contact with small boats operating from the Colombian coastline 
at night. — 


. b. An directed by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, USCINESO 
developed @ plan under which the United States could provide assiote 
ance te Venenuelan forces, on three levels of participation, designed 
t prevent the surreptitious movement of Castro-Coramunist anme 
and pergonnel into Venesuela. To be fully effective, the plan calls 
for US elementa operating from Veneauelan territery which ie not 
conaidered a likely aubject for a heats by the Government of 
Venesuala at the present time, 


c. A joint survey and mobile training team of cleven men waa 
provided by USCINCSO to Vereazucla on 22 Novernber 1963, upon 
approval of the concept by the Government of Venesuela. The purpose 
of the team ie te train Venesuelan military personnel in organizing 
and operating a joint operations center; in improving capabilities 
in the plotting and coordination of intelligence data, and aerial photo. 
graphy; and in coordinating all Venesuelan military and paramilitary 
osganizations tavelved in surveillance and intercept operations. 
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5. Strengthening of Countorinsurgency Capabilitice. 


a. Two mineeweepers from the US Adantic Command, USS 
STURDY and USS SWERVE with Commander Mine Division 44 exs- 
barked, commenced a echedule of vigite te Caribbean ports in Costa 
Rica, Nicaragua and Guatemala. Visite are intended to assist cach 
country in improving ite coastal and off-shore gurveillance effort, 


to improve intercept capabilities with reepect to the prevention of 


infiltration of arms and subversive persomel through the countries! 
territorial waters, and to eatablich procedures which would provide 
for US assistance in final interception when requested. Visite in 
Noveraber, under the supervision of USCINCSO, covered Puerto 
Limon, Costa Rica; Bluefields and Puerto Gabezas, Nicaragua; and 
Puerte Barrios, Guatemala. 


b, Seventy-cight Latin American officers, pravioudly en-« 


rolled, were in attendance during November at courses stressing 


counterinsurgency conducted by the US Army Canal Zone school. 
Two officers graduated from the US Army Counteringurgency Course 
at Port Bragg, North Carelina on 12 November 1963 and two addi- 
tional officers are now in attendance. 


«, Seven US Army Countetinsurgency Mobile Training Tearas 


based in the Canal Zone, consisting of twenty officers and thirty-five 


enlisted men, provided training in seven Latin American countries 
during Novernber. 


d. Nine onlisted sen from Chile were in attendance at 
Marine Corps schoole at Camp Pendleton, California in November. 


e. US Coast Guard training in sriall boat operations was 
provided in the Canal Zone for fifteen etudents from five Caribbean 
countties in the operation and maintenance of ferty-foot Coast Guard 
utility boata. A Coast Guard mobile training team of one officer and 
two enlisted mea, based in the Canal Zone, provided training in 
Costa Rica for the reconditioning of Coast Guard utility boats. Five 
members of the Costa Rican Guardia Civil are receiving on-the-job 
ttaining in connection with reconditioning of the boats. 
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f. AUS Air Force counterineurgency team of five officers 
and eight enlisted mon, based in the Canal Zone, provided training 
for Ecuadorian Air Force porgannel in Ecuador. 


g- At the request of USCINEO, and with the enthusiastic 
guppert of the Venezuelan Government, a emall boat program hag 
been initiated to provide security for the Lake Maracaibo vegion. 
Arrangements have been made through the US Navy under Military 
Credit Sales agreement for the manufacture of dix (6) 25-feot and 
four (4) 31-foot inboard-outboard, Mbergiass hull beats by Bertram 
Boat Company, Miami, for delivery in Decernber 1963 or early 
Jawaary 1964. A SEAL-trained Mobile Training Team (MTT) of 


one officer and five enlisted men will be provided by the Navy and 
will report to the equipment supplier in time to become fully ac- 
quainted with the boats by 15 December. The MTT will accompany 
the boats to Venezuela and will remain up to two months in country 
to provide necessary familiarization training. 


a, Upon receipt of intelligence pertaining to suspected arms 
amuggling from the Canal Free Zone, Panama into Colombia ox 
Venezuela, the USCINGSO relayed thia information to Colormbia and 
Venesuela by the Military Alerting Syetem. The UB Ambassador to 
Colombia conveyed the information to the Government of GolOnabia. 
Colombian Navy and Air Force elements were aasigned increased 
surveillance missions in the Caribbean coastal area of Colombia by 
Colombian military authorities and reaulta of theixy surveillance 
activities were provided te USCINCSO by the US Military Group 
Commander in Colombia. The results of US air surveillance of 

thé expected route and landing area, undertaken by US Air Force 
end Naval air clements were transmitted to the US Miltary Group 
Gommander in Colombia for paseage to: the Colombian military 


authorities. 


b. The moter vessel BLUE STAR, of Panamanian arene 
was apprehended by Ecuadorian authorities in Novecaber 1963 as 
it wag attempting the clandestine introduction of toutraband articles 
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into Eeuader. Ship movement information had been provided to the 
US Naval Attache Bogota by the District Intelligence Officer of the 
Fitteenth Naval District. There was no apparent invelverment of 
Cuban arme or Cuban trained personnel in thie instance.
